THEY ARE VERY MAD! 


Tlie Citizens of S^t. Paul JDenonnce 
^upt. Porter for Ordering a JRe- 
count of Tlicir Population. 


S T . P A U L , Minn., July 28.—Citizens 
of St. Paul are indignant over the order 
of Supt. Porter, for a recount of both 
the twin cities. 
They claim that the 
action of the census bureau in coupling 
St. Paul, where at most there is only a 
suspicion of fraud, with Miniieapolis, 
where a gigantic padding conspiracy 
was proven to have existed, is not right. 
A meeting of the chamber of commerce 
was held this morning at 10 o'clock to 
take action on what was deemed a "high 
handed outrage." Both the morning 
presses denounce Porter for the stigma 
cast upon this city, and the Pioneer 
Press closes a two-column 
editorial 
with the following: 


"No event in the history of the coun- 
try, except the firing on Fort Sumter 
and the assassination of Abraham Lin- 
coln, has ever caused such intense, such 
violent and unanimous indignation in 
this city as the ordering or asking a re- 
count of its population and the slander- 
ous falsehoods Porter has given to the 
world as his reasons for it. 
We can tell 
him that the' people of St. Paul not only 
protests against the insult and outrage 
of this action, but that they propose to 
take measures to render that protest ef- 
fective. They believe that that a recount 
ordered on dishonest pretenses, for no 
other reason than to satisfy the dishon- 
est demands of the Minneapolis census 
padders, will be dishonestly made in a 
manner to satisfy the dishonest pur- 
poses of its dishonest instigators." 


M I N N E A P O I I I S , Minn., July 28.—Secre- 
tary Noble's order directing a recount 
of Minneapolis is well received in Min- 
neapolis, the citizens welcoming it as a 
satisfactory solution of the whole ques- 
tion, as it will result in placing the 
ceusus of the city above suspicion. 
There are no fears but that an efS.cieDt 
and honest count will justify all their 
claims. 


ST. PATTL, Minn., 
July 28.—At a 
meeting of the chamber of commerce 
held this morning resolutions in<Mg- 
nantly protesting against the issuance 
of any order for a recount of the census 
of this city based on such insufficient 
grounds as have thus far been stated 
and requesting the authorities at Wash-

was greatly agitated and after referring 
to a paragraph -which had appeared in a 
Brooklyn newspaper which stated that 
he had been requested by a majority of 
his congregation to resign, he struck a 
dramatic attitude and exclaimed.

No one replied and Dr. Bell then pro- 
nounced the benediction and dismissed 
the congregation.

Conn., in 1867. The story of his early 
errors has followed him from place to 
place for. over twenty years and he has 
thereby been compelled to leave numer- 
ous pulpits.

C H I C A G O , July 28.—Lena Jennings, a 
beautiful and accomplished girl, twenty 
years old, was drowned in the Des- 
plaines river at Willow Springs yester- 
day, while 
boating 
with Frederick 
Sherer and Charles Sousia. 
One of 
them in giving the other a cigar leaned 
over too far and upset the boat. 
Sherer 
and Sousia managed to catch hold of the 
up-turned boat, but made no eiforts 
to assist the gii'l, who siank after a 
brief struggle. 
The men were rescued 
and Miss Jennings' body was recovered 
shortly after the accident 
occurred. 
Attempts to resuscitate her were made 
immfediately, but without success. When 
the train left Willow Springs for this 
city, an attempt was made to lynch 
Sherer and Sousia, but the police pro- 
tected them with 
drawn 
revolvers. 
Sherer and Sousia explain their failure 
to assist Miss Jennings by saying that 
they were unable to swim, but some of 
those who witnessed the accident say 
that when the boat was first overturned 
either of the men could have reached 
her by simply stretching out a hand.

THEY AREYERY MAD! 


The »itizciiH of St. Paul Wenonnce 


Sujit. Porter for Ordering a Itc- 


rount of Their Population. 


ST. PAUL, Minn,, July 28.—Citizens 


of St. Paul are indignant over the order 
of Supt. Porter, for a recount of both 
the twin cities. They claim that the 
action of the census bureau in coupling 
St. Paul, where at most there is only a 
suspicion of fraud, with Minneapolis, 
wl'»Te a giga"Mo »wV"}jj conspiracy 
was proven to have existed, is not right. 
A meeting of the chamber of commerce 
was held this morning at 10 o'clock to 
take action on what was deemed a "high 
handed outrage." Both the morning 
presses denounce Porter for the stigma 
cast upon this city, and the Pioneer 
Press closes a two-column 
editorial 


with the following: 


"No event in the history of the coun- 


try, except the firing on Fort Snmter 
and the assassination of Abraham Lin- 
coln, has ever caused such intense, such 
violent and unanimous indignation in 
this city as the ordering or asking a re- 
count of its population and the slander- 
ous falsehoods Porter has given to the 
world as his reasons for it. 
"Wo can tell 


him that the people of St. Paul not only 
protests against the insult and outrage 
of this action, but that they propose to 
take measures to render that protest ef- 
fective. They believe that that a recount 
ordered on dishonest pretenses, for no 
other reason than to satisfy the dishon- 
est demands of the Minneapolis census 
padders, will be dishonestly made in a 
manner to satisfy the dishonest pur- 
poses of its dishonest instigators." 


MIHSEAPOMS, Minn., July 28.—Secre- 


tary Noble's order directing a recount 
of Minneapolis is well received in Min- 
neapolis, the citizens welcoming it as a 
satisfactory solution of the whole ques- 
tion, as it will result in placing the 
census of the city above suspicion. 
There are no fears but that an efficient 
and honest count will justify all their 
claims. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 28.—At a 


meeting of the chamber of commerce 
held "this morning resolutions indig- 
nantly protesting against the issuance 
of any order for a recount of the census
